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% SCIENTISTS BACK 
CLAIM THAT CRANBERRIES 
ARE SAFE TO EAT 


‘Two more University of Mass- 
achusetts scientists today 
backed the statement of Dr. 
Chester E. Cross, head of the 
institution's Experimental 
Field Station at Wareham, that 
‘there is no evidence that 
Massachusetts cranberries are 
contaminated and there is no 
reason why people should not 
continue to eat them.’’ 

Dr. Cross’ statement was 
made following announcement 
earlier last week by Secretary 
Arthur S. Fleming of the De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare that some cran- 
berries grown on the West 
Coast had been contaminated hy 
a weed-killer that can induce 
cancerous growth in rats. 

In corroborating the state- 
ment of Dr. Cross, Dr. John H. 
Lilly, head of the department 
of entomology and plant path- 
ology, said: 

‘*The cranberry growers of 
Massachusetts seem to have 
been dealt a low blow by a 
high government official who 
has, at least indirectly, cast 
doubt on the validity of state 
and U.S. Department of Agricul - 
ture research, and indeed on 
the efficiency of his own or- 
ganization. If it is true that 
some growers on the West Coast 
failed to follow reconmenda- 
tions, it should have been 
possible to keep their crops 
off the market without resort- 
ing to scare headlines, which 
in effect, condemned a whole 
industry.'’ 

Dr. William B. Esselen, head 
of the department of food 
technology, added: ‘ ‘From in- 
formation released to date, it 
seems to me that the action of 
the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion was hasty in condemning a 
nationwide crop based on 
samples picked up in one area. 
If the situation is as danger- 
ous as claimed, why haven't 
all cranberries on the market 
been banned? An Impression has 
been created that all cran- 
berries are contaminated-- 
which is definitely not the 
cane.)

One hundred thousand special copper medals, made from 
parts of the United States Frigate “Constellation”, now berthed 
in Baltimore, will provide lifetime free admission to the Navy's 
oldest vessel for the fortunate owners.

“Everyone talks about 
» but almost nobody does 
anything.” 


‘Informed America spouts sta- 
tistics with the regularity of Old 
Faithful. For instance, five will 
get you ten that most motorists 
can tell you instantly that there 
is a lot less traffic at night and 
yet many more accidents. 

“As a matter of fact, night 
traffic on our streets is one-third 
of day traffic, and only half as 
many accidents occur at night. 

“However, percentage - wise, 
night accidents are much more 
serious than those that occur 
when daylight sets the scene. 
Three times as many fatal acci- 
dents happen during the hours of 
darkness and 57 percent of per- 
sonal injury accidents take place 
at this time. 

“The obvious truth is that a 
motorist must see danger to 
avoid it and lighting the streets 
of his community will provide 
this margin of safety.”

Bringing Up Kitty 


So you’ve acquired a kitten! 
Whether an elegant Jong. hair, a 
lovable alley cat, a comic Siamese, 
a waddling Manx, or a rare 
Abyssinian, a cat is a quiet, clean 
and undemanding pet. 

Here are some tips from the 
Pet Food Institute that may be 
helpful in bringing up your kit- 


m > 

1, Kittens should remain with 
Mama Cat for at least eight 

weeks. By that 
time, they 
should have 
baby teeth and 
are ready for 
prepared cat 
food. Four 
feedings a day 
are necessar} 
at first. Grad- 
ually decrease frequency and in- 
crease amount of feedings. At 
nine months, a cat should go on 
his adult diet of two meals a 
day. 

2. Feed your cat at the same 
time and place every day. eae 
a bow! of water available at all 
times. 

8 Comb or brush your cat 
every day. This removes dry skin 
scales and the loose hairs he 
might swallow while bathing 
himself. A rubber brush is best 
for Siamese, a fine comb for 
short-hairs, and a comb and 
brush for long- ‘3. 

4. Don’t pick your cat up by 
the scruff of the neck! Only new- 
born, lightweight kittens can 
take such handling. Use both 
hands to lift your cat—one un- 
der his hind legs, the other be 
hind his front legs. 

5. Teach your cat to play—it 
will keep him out of mischief. 
Catnip mice, ping pong balls, 
and rolled-up wads of cellophane 
are ideal toys.

THE OTHER DAY 


A navy man was telling us 
some more interesting things 
about submarines. He says 
there are records of efforts 
to use submarine warfare as 
far back as the earliest writ- 
ings in history, Herodotus 
(460 B.C. ), Aristotle(332 B.C.) 
and Pliny, the elder, (77 A.D.) 
mentioned attempts to build 
underwater war craft. 

Leonardo da Vinci, the amaz- 
ing genius of the 15th century 
worked out drawings for a sub- 
marine, but he didn’t reveal 
them while he was alive for 
fear that such a war craft 
would make war even more 
frightful than it already was.’ 
(His own statement to inti- 
mates). 

It wasn’t until 1800 that 
Robert Fulton, inventor of the 
steamboat, designed the first 
practical submarine. But a 
submarine of earlier design 
was used by the American Revo- 
lutionary Army (1775-1783) to 
attack the pritish. It failed 
because it was not yet develo- 
ped into a practical naval 
craft. It was 1900 before the 
first submarine was purchased 
by the U.S.Navy, the USS Hol- 
land, built by a company that 
is now a division of General 
Dynamics Corp. 

As in all other things, the 
submarine developed very slow- 
ly over the years, and now 
seems rushing on to perfection 
in‘our day. It is this near 
perfection (as close as we 
humans can ever get) for which 
we strive in serving you.
